I*uide,l on us. whether they should get tlieir rights, they w mid get them riaht note. But of 
course, our power—the p.iwi‘r of our press and of our puny—is limittHl and [H-rsonally, the writer 
ha.s hardly any power. 

The letter says: 

“Jly loear Mr. Berger. Will yon not please try to help the thou'.tnds of poorly paid employes of the 
department stores to get their rights? 

“They are now liiaking us work from eight in the morning until Fi.lO at night without one eent ef 
extra pay. They work the life out of us rft small aalArie', kml then work us three to four hours over¬ 
time. Th.'v advertise that thi.a is so that the poor workingmen c.tn get a chance evenings. It is .«o from 
pure greeii only. They claim they cater to workingmen. If so. will not the workingm.'n demand for 
us fair pay and e.\lra pay for overtime? If my eihpViyer.s know I dure.i to complain. I would lose my 

place at once. .As I nivd the small sum I get to live, I have to stand it. Would you not ask any one 

working here and then help us by an editorial in your paper? The other papers d.are not help ns, as 
they think more of the amount of advertising they grt than of the welfare of u.s poor slaves. 1 know you 
are a big, clean-heartoil man, and are not afraid of expressing your view.s when yon think they are right. 
PUoxe help .us. If an article appeared in this week’s i.ssue of your paper and told the true facts, the 
owners of the department stores would quake in their sliotw. I’lea-e do try to remedy those slave-pens.”

Now*this letter expresses the folding of the many thousand clerks who work in the big department 
stores during Yule-tide. ,\nd not only of the workers in the department stores, for the conditions are in 
no wise better in the small stores. On the contrary. While the hours are long, and the wages low, in 
the department stores at Christmas time, the hours ar* still longer and wages still Ipwer all the year 
around in^ the small stores. The departe--nt store oa an institution is not to blame. Tho department 
store k simply tho outcome of economic progress, as is the big factory, the railroad, etc. 

But the clerk working in a department store does not get even as much benefit from this progress as 
does tiie workman in the factory as a role. 

IVhy is this? 

Because the employes of the department stores have failnl to take aiU'anlage of one of labor’s 
grtalesl treapon*. They have faileil to organise. They are simply at tho mercy of the store-keeper. .And 
since every one of these smre-keepers, big or little! is mnning a nei-'x-to-neck race with the other fellow in 
the same business, the meanest Mlow sets the pace. The wagis are cut continually, until they arc down 
below the level of a decent living.

Tliere is anoUier phase of this question, which must be cspeci.slly considered. Thf great majority of the 
employes in the department stores gre women. It is well known that of the several millions of working- 
women in this country hardly one hundred thousand are imganizoil. And none of them arc less organized 
than the clerks in the department stores. 

The reasons for this are obvious.

Some of the men 
were getting as htf^ is $18, but 
agnvHl to the lower rate in order to 
get the more humane work day. The 
other union job offices in Milwaukee 
work nine hours . with a $17 rate, 
while the unionised German news¬ 
paper office printers hare had the 
ei^t-hour day since 1886.

Women arc not easy to organize, because almost all of them consider 
Uie time when they work for wages as a transitory period. They all hope to get piarried, get a home, 
and raise families. This k particularly true of the dici^ in ihe stores, who in many ca.«cs are even selectcil 
on account of their good looks. 

There ia also another element which is of importABce. The women clerks may lie divided into two 
general classes. 

First, those who work, became they need to cam a living, and who hire out for that purpose. 'This 
class forms a great majority. But there is also another class—those who go to the store to be more in¬ 
dependent at home, or to make pin-money for luxuriei, or even to have a chance for co<juctTy. 

Now thia latter class is complicating the problem. To them the^ueafuin of tragts k not vital. They 
can accept what the bread-u-inner findi inm/ficienl. They are better fed and btltcr equipped than tho 
self-supporting clerk. And since their clerking ia mem'or leas temporary, they can also stand tho long 
hours at Cbriatmaa time, especially since they nm *iaj[ heaui after Cbristmaa and rest up, or stay at home 
at any time when the work beoomM burdensome for 'them. > -And the self-sup^rting clerk has to suffer tor 
all this. 

And what is worst of aU, the owners of the department stores bank on these coquettes and amateurs 
to keep down the wages and the conditions at the rtjl working women. The average store-keeper 
will even proudly tell yon that he does not hire any clerks but “those who have a nice home, and 
stay with father or mother or relatives.” Such a fellow doca not even suspect what a terrible con¬ 
fession he is making—that 'i. ia actually admitting that he makes u-c of the coquettes and the amateur 
clerks of the town to oppress the real working women below the level of decent livcliliood. He prol>- 
ably does not even know that by hiring these “girls with the nice honu's” who can work for low wages, 
he is making prostitutes of some of the others. Of rnuraa, tic main point for him is, that be is there bv 
make profits for his coffers. Whether he takes it out of the life-blood of the poor girl who has no nice 
home and father to support ner, and who dependent npon htr earnings for her living, is of no conse¬ 
quence to hug- He is not in business for charily.

Now this paper haa no power to coerce the store-keepers to grant human conditions and decent pay. 
Nor would it be just and right to single out any one department store for revenge, as some of our oor- 
respondenta want us to do, who concentrate their hatred on a certain department store here jn town. 
These stores are all the same without any exception. And if there is one store here which does not keep 
open evenings, thk k due to,the fact that the store does not cater to the trade either of the working 
people or of the lower middle class, although, of course, it is right willing to sell its goods to every¬ 
body. 

But, through thk paper, I can call the attention of the workingmen and the working women of 
Slilwaukee to these conditions. Thk paper does also point out the way to an amelioration and abolition 
of these ills, and I hope its advice will be followed. And here k the advice: Organize in the economic 
as well as in the political field. 

The organization of the clerks in trade unions would regulate the working hour* tnd wages. The 
organization would keep out tbe professional coquette and the amateur clerk who want , to earn their 
pin-money at Chrktroas time or at aqy other time. The organization would compel the payment of double 
wages for overtime or work on Sundays and holidays 

.A victorious political organization of the Social-Democratic party would bring about regulations of 
the stores by the. health department and by the building inapector of tho City of Milwaukee. The Social- 
Democratic party does not only insure the total emancipation of the working class at the end of its journey 
as a party, but also the continous amelioration and betterment of conditioas, while that party k progress¬ 
ing on its onward path. • 

If tbe clerks of Milwaukee were organized into trades unions, it would be easy enough to wield the 
power of the boycott aj'aimit any store Uiat wtuld dare to resist the demand for just and human con¬ 
ditions. 

.And if .ill the clerjcs of Milwaukee, male as Veil as female, would make the cause of tlie .Social- 
Dqmocratic party their own. it would bo an easy matter to get the biiildmg inspector and tie health de¬ 
partment lo assist and supplement the xork of the trades union for jiut and humane conditions. 

Therefore, I have only one answer to give to the aiiove pitwns letter and to all the complainta of 'lie 
same ty}if which 1 have received from so many quartera. Mv answer 
is: Organize! organize! organize! Organize in the nvanomie as well a- ^ —- — 

in'the political field. If you-need help in that re-pect I will help voii J— H 'A 

—and all workmen, in"the city as well as, in Ihe state, will help vou. 

Remember that “God helps tho.se who help themselves” and you can help '

The mu¬ 
nicipal eltctrie .street iailway lya- 
tem was installed there some ei^t 
years ago, and I was told tiiat no 
accidents happen, except that in the 
lieginning of its operation an old 
man and a letter carrier wore killed. 

I spent the most of my time in 


that particular pert of Germany, 
hava no ghostly show to send their 
representetive to the German par¬ 
liament. At the last election, the

When Paul, apparentlv so insignifi¬ 
cant, preached in Corinth, Athens 
and Rome, the gospel of Christian¬ 
ity, he seemed to most of his audit¬ 
ors a man beside himself, yet the gos¬ 
pel that Paul preached heoame the 
creed of Europe. And when Martin 
Luther nailed hi* theses to the 
church door at Wittenberg, a loud 
guffaw arose at his expense, but no 
one laughed a few years later. When 
the civil war broke out, Mr. .Seward, 
tlie secretary of state, ileclarwl that 
it was only a breeze that would blow- 
over in ninety days. Subsequent 
events did not quite fulfill his san¬ 
guine prophecy. 

So has it ever been. Movement* 
that were at first laughed to acorn 
have won the victory, or, if they have 
not won the victory, they have made 
the victory of their opponent* a very 
eostly one. The Socialist movement
